NEWS FROM CROOK. 


General Crook has been definitely 
heard from. He has returned across 
the line fram the Sierra Madres of 
Mexico, bringing with him over 
two hundred surrendered hostiles, 
mostly old bucks and women 
and children. The presumption is 
reasonable that the wily warriors who 
are still on the warpath consented to 
and probably procured the surrender 
of their old men, their women and 
their children, for the express 
purpose of drawing Crook off 
from his . pursuit of the fight- 
ing men and inducing him to re- 
turn to American territory with his 
prisoners. Although Crook appears to 
have done this, we don’t believe it will 
save the hostiles. The dispatch which 
conveys the news of Crook’s return 
intimates that he will soon be on the 
war-path again, and as his command is 
reported to be in admirable fighting 
trim, and has sustained no cas- 
ualties since the campaign be- 
gan, we may speedily look for an- 
other movement against the skulking 
Apaches, when, our troops being no 
longer encumbered with prisoners, 
they will hit the hostiles hard. 


SHALL POMONA AND CERES HAVE 
A SHOW? 


At a citizens’ meeting last Saturday 
evening to consider the question of 
holding the annual fair, a committec 
was appointed to devise ways and 


' means for securing funds, and proba- 


bly in the near future our business 
men both in city and country will be 
called on to aid the enterprise as liber- 
ally as possible. The fair is by no 
means a private institution. Not only 
has it been maintained thus far by lib- 
eral subscriptions by our own people, 
but it receives annually from the 
State the sun of $1200, and the direc- 
tors are therefore bound to regard the 
best interests of the community and not 
to consider the concern a money-mak- 
ing affair—a sort of circus to draw the 
people and do nothing for the growing 
horticultural, agricultural and me- 
chanical industries of the country. 

+ But the meeting alluded to above 
very plainly showed that the disposi- 
tion of the gentlemen who now have 


' the affair in hand is to, as tar as possi- 


ble, let the Pavilion go by the board, 
and concentrate the work of the So- 


_Ciety in making the races at the Park 


the leading attraction. It is urged 
the Pavilion exhibit has been a drain 


' upon the Society, while the Park has 


paid handsomely. And it is true that 
such has been the case, but what else 
could be expected when the combined 
cash premiums offered for. fruit were a 
little less than one-third the amount 
offered as a purse in one trotting race? 
For the best display of semi-tropical 
fruits, a branch of horticulture of the 
greatest importance to this section, 


there was offered last year the munifi- 


cent sum of $10. For the trotting 
race, free for all that never beat 2:30, 
$500. The Society graciously offered 
$33 for the best display of the several 
varieties of grapes, and for the trotting 
race, 2:38 class, a purse of $400. 
Theré was not a dollar, a medal or di- 
ploma offtred for a display of raisins, 
thus ignoring one of our most promis- 
ing horticultural industries, and out 
of a total premium list of $5000 over 
$4000 were offered in purses at the 
Park, and less than $1000 in the agri- 
cultural, horticultural and mechanical 
departments. 

Now it cannot be expected that 
the people of this city and county 
will take a very lively interest 
in putting up the money for a huge 
horse race, when every material in- 
terest of the country is-neglected in 
such a manner. Nor is it unlikely 


_ that this is the reason why the called 
meetings have been so slimly attended 


and public interest so slight. The

States in regard to the character of the 
men who go to make up the standing 
army of the country. A good many 


off, hovering upon the confines 
of our civilization, defending 
our frontiers and Indian borders, 
lounging at military outposts 
enjoying hfe in times of peace, but 
with hardly any thought or ambition 
outside of matters purely military. 
But American soldiers are not ma- 
chines. We have an intelligent sol- 
diery, and, perhaps more than any 
other people, an army of “ thinking 
bayonets.” Education is not neglected 
in the army, nor is it confined simply 
to the children of its officers and sol- 
diery. Our soldiers themselves are 
students. The following facts relative 
to education in the army have been 
furnished by an army chaplain toa New 
York paper, and is an exhibit of the 
average number of pupils who attend- 
ed the day and night schocls during 
the past year at all the military posts 
and camps: 


Enlisted men in garrison, 18,214; 
children over five years of age in garri- 
son, 2011; enlisted men, 1586; children 
of enlisted men, 987; children of officers, 
360; civilians, 412; total, 3335; gain over 
the year 1881, 1053 pupils; number of 
posts and permanent camps that have 
teachers, 105; number of posts that have 
no teachers, 32. 

The whole number of volumes in all 
the libraries of the army is 45,709. 
The number of volumes purchased with- 
in the year, 1820; average number of 
volumes circulated monthly, 22,836; 
papers and magazines received from 
aster General’s Department 
bi-monthly, 8210; number of chapels, 
schoolhouses and rooms built 
by authority of the Honorable Secretary 
War since the passage of section 
1231 Revised Statutes, 56. 

This is a fair showing for our army. 
A nation with an army of educated 
bayonets can rely upon her soldiers in 


time of extremity. 


Tux trial of J. W. feniliena, of 
Lompoc, who was arraigned on the 
charge of participating in the tearing 
down of a saloon in Lompoc, and the 
destruction of its contents, on the 17th 
of March last, closed, in Santa Bar- 
bara, on Friday.

Yoszmrrz, June 6.— Miss Frances E. 
Willard, accompanied by Miss Gordon, 
Dr. M.C. Briggs, of the Board of Com- 
missioners, Dr. and Mrs. Bentley, of 
San José; Captain Goodall of the Pa- 
cific Coast Steamship Company and a 
large party from Sen Francisco, reach- 
ed Yosemite on Wednesday, May.30. 

They had a most enjoyable trip; 
and when the stage stopped at Inspi- 
ration Point the entire party rose to 
their feet and sang the Doxology, 
much to the driver’s bewilderment, 
who doubtless questioned within him- 
self, “What manner of men (and wom- 
en) ave these?” 

The company was installed at the 
middle and lower hotels; but the pleas- 
ant walk of a quarter of a mile was an 
incentive rather than an impediment to 
frequent intercouse. Thursday was 
devoted to driving about he val- 
ley. Early on Friday morning 4 
visit was made by carriage to Mirror 
Lake. The recent warm weather has 
caused the rivers to rise rapidly, and 
at many pounts it bas inundated the 
meadows, forming miniature mirrors 
in which the rugged cliffs and soft 
blue sky are pictured. Mirror Lake 
itself far exceeded its usual limits, for 
a portion of the carriage road was 
under water. There was a perceptible 
current, but the reflections were very 
distinct until a small boy began rock- 
ing a boat, thereby causing a disturb- 
ance among the s tors as well as 
in the clear water.

Sunday morning 4 service of song 
and voluntary addresses was held in 
the chapel.

The pledge required is not a 
prohibition or teetotal one, but only 
to abstain from all eacess and from the 
patronage of public bars, from which, 
and from the treating custom connect- 
ed with it, it is thought a large pro- 
portion of the cases of drunkenness 
come. The speaker said of the $20,- 
000,000 spent in Chicago yearly for 
drink, the Irish paid. large propor- 
tion, and if they would stop patroniz- 
ing the drinking places they would 
get on in the world much better than 
they did. Father Hayes ‘and Koopman 
of Chicago were present and partici- 
pated in the meeting, which was a 

great success. 


Death of the Oldest Inhabitant. 
From the Oakland Tribune. |] 

José Maria Amador, who was the 
first settler in that section known as 
Murray township, died in Gilroy on 
Wednesday last. How long ago he 
settled in that section 1s unknown, but 
he was found at the foot of the hills 
at the west «nd of the valley, on the 
site of what is now known as Dougher- 
ty Station, or Dublin, by Robt. Liver- 
more, when he came in 1832—fifty- 
one years ago. He was an old man and 
had quite a large establishment—an 
adobe castle, as a protection against the 
Indians and savage beasts, and a large 
amount of stock. In early days, from 
1852 to 1855, Amador sold his exten- 
sive possessions to various parties, the 
Harlan, Norris, Baker and other ranch- 
es being carved from his domain. He 
obtained but co ob for the little (as 
land is now valued) for the property, 
and that little na soon gone. He 
moved to Mission San José, where he 
resided twenty years, and ‘about two 
years ago to Gilroy, where he made 
his home with his daughter, Mrs. An- 
tonia Rodriguez, of that place. He 
has a large number of descendants—- 
sons, daughters, grandchildren, and of 
the third generation living in this 
county and Contra Costa.

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Out Door Life tn California. 


The following comments upon. 
out door life in California, its 
enjoyments and benefits, are con- 
densed from an article by Dr. 
Dio Lewis in the Herald of 
Health : 

The climate of California dif- 
fers greatly from that of the At- 
lantic States in the same lati- 
tude. In San Francisco there 
are but eight degrees difference 
between the mean temperatures 
of summer and winter. The 
ground is never stiffened by cold, 
and ice never forms thicker than 
window glass. During our win- 
ter in San Francisco there was 
not a day but we could pick fra- 
grant roses the bushes in 
yard = 

From the latter part of April 
no rain falls for six months; dur- 
ing the other six months there is 
more or less rain, though some- 


times in the middle of winter, a 
ders 


when rain is expected, and most 
needed, not a drop will fall in 
two months. During the two 
winters we remained in Oakland 
there was not rain one day in 
ten; but most of the time we 
had beautiful sunny weather. 
The nights in California are 
strangely cool. The thermome- 
ter may be 100 degrees at noon, 
- and at night, if sleeping out. 
you will need thick blankets. 
Snow is very rare on the coast 
and in the valleys, but upon the 
mountains it often falls to the 
depth of sixty to eighty feet. 

No country in the world has 
such cool summers and warm 
winters. When the wind blows 
from the ocean it never rains; 
when from the land it is showery 
and resembles May day on the 
Atlantic coast. At London and 
Amsterdam there are about sixty 
unclouded days in the year; at 
New York, one hundred; at Los 
Angeles two hundred and forty. 

During the summer the at- 
mosphere, away from the imme- 
diate coast, is so exceedingly dry 
that meat hung up in a sack on 
the limb of a tree, dries without 
taint. One often sees by the 
roadside the carcass of a sheep 
or cow dried like ‘a mummy, 
without any rent in the hide. I 
left a pocket knife lying on the 
‘ground ; two months later I re- 
turned and found it in the same 
place, as bright as when [I left it. 

The- weather bureau in Wash- 
ington may devote the entire 
month of June to getting up the 
weather for the 4th of July, and 
the chances are two in three 
they will miss it. But in Cali- 
fornia a child six years old, with 
both hands tied behind him, can 
tell you the weather for the 
Fourth ten years ahead. This 
goes far to confirm the opinion 
prevalent on the coast, among 
parents, that their children are 
the smartest in the world. 

The climate of California is a 

at surprise to the new-comer. 
fie, perhaps, is from New Eng- 
land, and has always been accus- 
tomed to sudden and sharp 
changes.. He is now in one of 
the interior valleys of California. 
It is April. For 150 days the 
sun rises clear every morning 
. and sets clear every evening. 
Every day is filled with bright 
sunshine. Every night the heav- 
ens glow with stars. Not a drop 
of rain, no dew. The 150 days 
are all alike. The 150 nights 
are all alike. The New England- 
er makes an appointment with a 
friend to go fishing the 4th of 
July, and forgetting where he is, 
adds, “if it don’t rain.” But he 
soon learns better than to in- 
dulge in that sort of if. He 
can osticate weather for the 
4th of July with absolute cer- 
tainty.

From a paper by P. H. Jacobs 
in “the American Agriculturist 
we quote the following hints: 
An acre can produce $600 in 
poultry, and the capital required 
returned by the poultry in a 
short time with profit. ith a 
systematic method of cleaning 
and feeding, more profit with 
less labor can be derived from 
poultry on one acre of land than 
from the best regulated dairy un- 


acre, devoted exclusively to poul- 
try, will return a greater profit, 
with less cost in labor, than ten 
acres of wheat or any cereal crop. 
The poorest and lightest of san- 
dy soils are more suitable for 
poultry than the best pastures, 
as they are freer from disease. 
‘That yards free from grass, and 
clean to every corner, are better 
than runs, has been demon- 
strated; but shade of some kind 
should be supplied. No poultry- 
house can be kept absolutely 
clean without a board floor. In 
setting hens the nests should be 
in warm, dry locations in cold 
weather, and in cool, moist places 
in summer, In selecting for 
breeding purposes plumage and 
points of markings should give 
way to robust constitution, vigor 
and activity. Feeding steeped 
clover hay and linseed meal assist 
in the formation of the white of 
, by supplying nitrogenous 
freely ventilated in summer, and 
warm in winter. All soft tood 
should be freshly mixed. Yel- 
low-legged fowls sell better than 
those with dark legs. All non- 
sitters lay pure white eggs. No 
male shoul ran with over twelve 
hens—a less number is better’ 
Eggs trom two-year old hens are 
referable for ‘setting purposes. | 
xercise should be furnished by 
throwing a small quantity of 
corn into a bundle of loose straw 
or hay, for fowls to scratch. 
Keep a good dust-bath always. 
Spade up the ground as often as 
possible. When a rain is threat- 
ened, see to the young chicks. 
Early-hatched pullets are the 
winter layers. Keep no fowls 
for beauty, if profit is the object. 
Use pure-bred males always. 
Large males bred on small hens 
produce legginess in chicks, but 
small males on large hens pro- 
duce closer bodies and shorter 
legs. Never use a male with his 
own offspring. It is a saving of 
time to let a hen sit, in prefer- 
ence to breaking her, as hens lay 
but few eggs when deprived of 
sitting, and go at it in a week or 
two. Breed your own fowls, 
and never bring them to your 
yards from other places. Hens 
lay as well when not in company 
with males as when with them, 
and such eggs keep fresh longer. 
Young chicks, when feathering, 
undergo severe natural drain on 
the system, therefore neverfomit 
a meal. Use only the freshest 
under sitting hens. Hot 
whitewash, containing carbolic 
acid, liberally applied, will kill 
or keep off vermin. The rough 
scales on fowls’ Jegs are easily re- 
moved by a mixture of lard and 
sulphur, or coal-oil. Finally, be 
as attentive to fowls as to horses, 
cattle, bogs or sheep, and be in 
your yard from morning until 
night.

AGRICULTURAL NOTES. 


When horses eat their oats too 
rapidly the evil may be checked 
by placing some clean cobble 
stones in the box. The horse 
will then be compelled to pick 
his oats slowly, masticate them 
more thoroughl. , and they will 
do him much more good than if 
hurriedly eaten in the ordinary 
way. | 

Many mistakes have been 
made in supposing that the prin- 
ipal hindrance to egg produc- 
tion is the effect of cold. The 
trouble is usually due to damp- 
ness. Fowls do not suffer as 
much during the time of extreme 
cold in winter as they do in the 
latter 
part of the spring. 

Never put hens into an old 
house without giving it a thor- 
‘ough cleaning and whitewashing: 
and above all furnish it wi 
clean, new nests. Never put 
lard or any kind of on @ 
hen while sitting, if you wish 
the eggs to hatch. Do not buy 
a hen and expect her to make 
herself at home and continue 
sitting as though no change had 
been made. - 


The roofs of barns should be 
steep, and, if of wood, the sur- 
face either painted or dipped in 
lime water to make them more 
durable. Straw and dirt collect 
under flat roofed shingles and 
cause rapid decay.

Fresh and Stale Bread. 

A celebrated French chemist, 
M. Boussingault, has recently 
been investigating the nature of 
the change that takes place when 
bread becomes stale, something 
which has hitherto not been un- 
derstood. In the course of his 
experiments, a loaf twelve inches 
in diameter, and six inches thick 
was taken from an oven heated 
to 240 deg. Reaumur, .and a 
thermometer forced into it three 
inches. ‘The thermometer indi- 


The loaf was then taken into a 
room, the temperature of which 
was 15 deg. R. (66 deg. F.), and 
found to weigh seven and a half 
popnds! In twelve hours the 
temperature of the loaf sunk to 
19 deg. R. (73 deg. F.), and in 
24 hours to 15 deg. (66), and in 
hours to 14 deg. (63.5). 
the first 48 hours it lost, only 
two ounces in weight. After six 
days tne loaf was again put in 
the oven, and when the ther- 
mometer indicated that its tem- 
perature had risen to 55 deg, R, 
(156 deg. F.), it was cut open 
and found to be fresh, and to 
ee the same qualities as if it 

ad been taken out of the oven 
for the first time; but it had lost 
twelve ounces in weight, Ex- 

riments were made with slices 
of bread with the same results, 


read differs from old, not by 
containing a larger proportion of 
water, but by a peculiar molecu- 
lar condition. This commences 
and continues to change during 
cooling, but by again heating the 
bread to a certain temperature, it 
is again restored to its original 
state. It is the mechanical 
state which makes new bread less 
digestible than old.

Boys and Girls’ Aid Society. 
This institution has been in success- 
ful operation in San Francisco for nine 
years.- During the year ending June, 
1883, the society has furnished 5916 


boys and girls, and has distributed to 
these children 3112 pieces of clothing. 
It has found work for 276 boys aud girls 
in that city, and placed in good homes 
348 children, of whom 115 were taken 
directly from the courts or prisons on 
probation. The society believes that it 
is wiser and less expensive to save chil- 


dren than to punish criminals. The 
Boys and Girls’ Aid Society rescues 
homeless, neglected or abused children; 
provides for such in its own quarters 
until suitable homes or employment are 
found for them, and continues to look 
after. their condition and treatment; 
maintains reading-rooms, libraries, 
baths, a gymnasium, savings banks, 
sewing school, a class in mu- 
sic, and classes in other branches; 
also lectures, entertainments, and 
a temperance organization. Lodg- 
ings are furnished at a nominal 
cost to working boys and girls who 
have neither homes nor suitable guar- 
dianship in the city. The work is free 
from sectarianism and depends upon 
voluntary contributions for its support. 
One year ago the society undertook to 
enlarge its sphere—to enter upon this 
great work on a scale commensurate 
with the extent and importance of the 
field. It is a peculiar work, seeking 
and achieving results as priceless in 
value to society as to the children it 
benefits. The expenses have increased 
considerably, and the society is living 
from hand to mouth. Besides meeting 
current expenses, they are trying to 
gather a fund on the interest of which 
they can ,depend for ordinary needs. 
They need help now and appeal to the
